tion, thiryou ſhall nor afterwards be 
able tro conplatae of his ingratitude, 
To ticle 1 wou'd perform? duties, ra= 
ther giuing aſſurance of fidelitie, then 
of tiz<xm'ciucs fſurance. For Princes, 
or great fortunes I thin; it much more 
vniate, fince they cannot eaſily detere 
miac, whether they loue them,or their 
fortunes, whether this league be ente= 
red for a mutual ſafegard , or for the 
ones particular, and it is:the more 
daungerous , fince the name of a 
common good authoriſerh this breach« 

Among theſe, if there bee equal- 
neſle, 
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neſſe, the more benefits the one pare 
pulles fromanother, the more fafe- 
tic the receiueris in, for they will 
bee caretull of him becauſe part of 
themlclues is in him , and not de- 
nic to doc for feare of looſing what is 
done, 

Sertorins the Romane, ſaued his 
life with beeing tndebred to his Cape 
taines: and many States at this daye, 
hold other their.friendes not, for loue, 
bur for fcarc of loſle, it being an Ho- 
ſage of molt ſecuritie. Alliance among 
theſe doth much , for the mingling 
their blond with others of power, 
makes them ſtrong, when theirs can- 
not be ſhead alone, but others are in 
the like daunger of lofſe. Thus much 
for the head : Þutheads can plot, not 
execute, and therefore they muſt hauec 
meaner fortunes tyed tothem. Gene- 
rally beware of imparting roo much ro 
thetc,forthogh you were before z lord, 

YOU 
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you become now a ſeruant, ſpecially if 
the (ſecrets were of ſuch importance 
as may promiſe a moxe liberall enter 
tainement among your enemies, They 
are many inſtruments that come ynder 
the vic of Greatnefle : If himſelfe 
be wiſe, he'needes not entertaine many 
wiſe ; and thoſe few where they may 
doe good farre off: for wit is a ſearch- 
er, and ranſacks euery corner, ſome- 
what too much, for it isgood , going 
inuifbly ſometime. The neareſt I would 
haue naturally fimple,honeſt men” Ap- 
pendices farther off that attribute ſo 
much to my knowledge,asto perform, 
not to examine my commaundements: 
ſome for their alliance,others for yalor, 
a few for diſcretion : ſome ambitious, 
for that is a qualirie char great matters 
may be wrought out off : Laſtly ſome 
honeſt, ſome diſhoneſt : Poyſons are 
as neceſſary as holeſome Simples , if 
they be ina hand able to prepare them,

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Since Diuinations among men are 
yncertaine, it Fations be 1o equally 
peiſed,as itis hard to determine which 
fide will be 'yitoricus ; to remaine 
wooed by both pants, before wonne by 
any, is wiſedome, 

Shall ic be obieRed to mee, that the 
reſpeR of right ought to carrie mce ? 1 
thinke ſo too, if my power might giue 
Rightthe vpper hand ; but Ido wrong 
to fipke with Right, for ſo Right loo- - 
fcth a Champion: and headlongto run 
mto miſchief is not zeal, but deſperat'o. 

Heere wuſt bee obſerued how you 
ſtand to both fations, whether allied, 
or more beholding to one then the 0- 
ther: for if tied by any of theſe reſpets 
to the weakeſt, the trongeſt wil be teas 
lous,and then of force you mult be a 
cold enewy,for you mult not thinke to 
be entertained as a friend . Beware of 
entring into any, where there may be 
hope of reconciliation,for that is com

meanerparties:ſo was it between Tigr4 
wes & Mithridates,they were both hols 
den innocent, & their ſeruants to make 
them innocent found guilne. The ke in 
thetime of the Trinmmnrri,wher the ſcale 
of their'concord was the deliuzring the 
ſeuerall ypholders of ther Fations one 
to another. [ococlude,ſpeaking of this

Courtefie,liberalitic,gentleneſſe,and 
ſuch like are outward vertues, and ter- 
med the parts of a winning behaviour 2 
good they are, notto bee miſſed, but 
yet notthe end of the defire of Vettue, 
But ſhewing our chieteſt treaſure, wee 
muſt bring forth Temperance , Forti« 
tude , and Patience : fo ample is the 
ſcope of their perfeCtions, as whart elſe 
in mortalitie may be. named, comes 
within the compaſle of their Domi= 
nion, : 
Temperance is the hardeſt leſſon, ſo 
contrarie it is to. our appetits,{o ſeldom 
yanquiſhed:but this difficuley is rewar- 
ded with the moſt reſplendent ſhining 
of all : for Fortitude caries ſafetie with 
it, and preſent commendations : Pati- 
ence often procceds not from the re- 
bucring choller, but from a coldnes of 
conſtitutis:burto poſſefle Temperance, 
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' there is no Temperature helpeth, for 


none ar: ſo weake,, as to want abilitie 

to maintaine Deſires, and AﬀeRions : 

none ſo defining Fortitude, as the plea- 

fing their ſenſuall appetites , ſhall be 
called coward:ſe 3 Iris a concealed vic- 
corie,therefore not ſoneare anceighbor 
ro commendation:no nothing can chas 
lenge part of his conqueſts,for al Tem= 
pers, all Rrengths;all bodies haue affe= 
ions, therefore to this belongs rhe 
title of ſupremacy, Fabritizs pouertie 
as he vſed it, was fuller of Greatneſle, 
and Splendor, thenRiches,or any pur- 
chaſe of Riches : the Giuers hberalicic 
was nothipg ſe magnificent as the re- 
fuſers remperance. 

A follower of eMexanders, de- 
nies the wading through a deepe cas 
rowſe, for feare of needing eAeſen» 
lapins : So is it with all incemperans» 
cie , which 1s moſt needie , when 
moſt full. Wee loue libertie, and yet 

loue 
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loue Incemperancie, which is a flaue 
eucr hunprie , and asking affiftance. 
Diogenes at a Faire full of thoſe things 
which Curiofitie, and Houlcholders 
call neceſlaries, proclaimes his aboun- 
dance ſuch, as not to haue neede of 
thoſe things : the riches of his minde 
was ſo full, as it could cake no addition 
of contentment from thoſe outward 

awdie traſh 3 how rich was this 
flow in a Tub, over the moſt worldly 
rich, that with riches, are haunted with 
humorous, & licorous avpetites?Forti« 
tudes circuitis more limited,her ſt: Egth 
being deſtinared to be conuerſant with 
dangers; how like this Vertue lookes 
to Temperance , fince Feare is na« 
turally che Companion of Dauns 

er, but Fortitude abitaines, and in 
this Abſtinence reſembles Tempe - 
rance : what armour can promiſe 
mortalitie more ſafetie then this, 
which beating backe Feare , looſeth 
nothing 
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nothing with overſight? and if it muſk 
be deach, Vn bel morir tutta la vita he- 
ora, I know not how ſhall entercaine 
this cloſing point of our AQtions, be+ 
caulc all things not paſt are among vs 
vacerraine, but I hope well of my ſclfe, 
ſo much I leath an effeminate bewai- 
ling, which hath taken away all pittie 
from mee to ſec men ſo fooliſhly come 
paſſionate of rhemſeſues. Socrates faith, 
Feare would faine {ceme wiſe » raking 
knowledge of what ſhe never knew, 
Mee thinks for anguiſhes , and paines, 
CMarus ſhould firzngthen the backe 
of our reſiſtance , when vpon lome 
diſeale oi his legges , without frows 
ning or crying ,or being bound to any 
thing but wiledome, he ſuffered the 
Surgionto ſearch,and cur,and mangle, 
and cauterize the yaines of his legge: 
he would hauc {crued the other levge 
{o, but that he thought the diſeaſe not 
worth the curting;Thus expreſſed he his 
paige 
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paine,& yet ſeemed not tourhed with 
paine : It was a prety triall,and he thac 
vponthe like, cannot perſwade May = 
navyimirie to reſiſt weepingglet him ob= 
fcure himſelfe,and make account to do 
nothing bur preuenc paine, and refilt 
infirmities with Phiſicke . When For - 
ticude feeles oppreſſion, and an impoſe 
ſibilitie of being viRtorious, to cichew 
raſhneſſe.deſperarion, and fury, ſhee 
turnerh to Patience, which defends her 
from being oucrcome though Yanquis 
ſhed. No Fort can compare with the 
ſtrergth of.this, which ſuffering makes 
affliction angry, rather then her ſclfe 
Moued- Nothing here is comparable 
to the ynmoued diſpofition wrought 
by Reaſon. The earth ſtands neceflited 
becauſe it cannot go,things vnſenſible 
becauſe ynſenſible:bur to haue the fees 
ling of calamities, to be ſhaken with 
the winds and tempeſts of Chaunce , 


and morrality, and yet notto be loo - 
ſened

ſened, notin danger of falling, is the 
moſt bewrifull, the moſt happie, and 
the moſt renowmed blefling of man, 
ſofullof perfeRon, as drawing liking 
to that extreame pitch,as it ends with 
admiration. Who enioyes this Vertue 
really ( for there are counterfairs re« 
fembling it hath the precioufleſt Tews 
ell of the world: the vertue of ones

OfHiſtory if you will have mee 
ſhow you the beſt fiſt , Imuſt begin, 
and ende with Tacitxe , fo grave a 
ftile, ſo, Tudiciall a Ceoſure , and ſo- 
iercing aneye into the defignes of:

tions,they founded arts,& Sciences in 
which they were much more profound 
the latter timcs,though we are aſsiſted 
by their trauails,& know whither wee 
ſhould go,& howto go by their me - 
thodicall courſes.We muſt lay the faule 
to couetouſnes,& pleaſure,with whoſe 
inticements we are diuerted,fo that we

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chooſe now rather to be rich men,the

All chis time we are free from imira- 
tion, yea from following the good, but 
in the apiſh kinde we are exaRt: for a 
new Congye,or proteftation we ſwal-« 
low preſently,and the faſhions of our 
Apparell runne among vs like a plague. 
I ins a people that will tell you 
where they were laft, by their beha-

thinkes theſe fellows are like Snowe«

Theſeare baſe 
Imications begotten berweene the ſen 
ces,and the fantaſie,baſtards ynknown 
to the inward true diſcerning ſoule. | 
There are another kinde: that will 
holde theirnecks awry with ef{exane 
der, theſe are not wanton bur ſabtile 
Apes, which fecke to creepe into Prine 
ces, 2nd preat men, with putting on 
their Habits , they are the dange - 
rouſleft flatterers.

1 hauc once cleared Alexander for 
his Perſian Attire, I thinke Fantaſtick- 
nes lent wiſedome pollicie at that times 
The Greciaxs were. too iricke in this, 
not permitting 2 Grecian to differ in 
the leaft thing that might bee, trom a 
Grecian, whereypon an Ambaſladour 
of theirs, ſent tothe Perſians, was cal- 
led co a ſtraight account, becauſe hee 
kept Cowes for their Milke, and lear- 
ned to lie ſoft, In many things ( as 
in this) Cuſtome is a thing indiffe« 
rent , and things indifterent receye 
uing their bfe from light Groundes; 
Euery Countrey hath ſome peculiar to 
it ſelfe, by which when wee are there, 
wee ought to bee muled, Demetrius 


fancaſticknefle was notſo ſafe, when 


hee 
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hee made his Mantle, or Cloake full 
of Starres with the Sunne, and the 
Moone, rich, and fo full of Rate, that 
none of his ſucceſiours durlt aduens+ 
ture on the ike, being infinicely mil. 
liked by his Souldiers. But Anthony 
neuer {ped better, then when his At-

Time in it Fife is alwayes one, but 
Occaſion runnes Diviſion ypon Time, 
her noce is not alwayes one, which
